Companies 
are afraid to reduce rates on preferred business 
in the city, even if they do not get their natural 
share. They seem to lack any sort of back- 
bone and thus play into the hands of the 
preferred business companies, that pay excess 
commissions to get the business. If the pres- 
ent rules fail there is likely to be a great battle 
in Chicago.

WORKING ON THE SCHEDULE. 

The governing committee of the Union hopes 
to get out its new frame schedule in a few 
days. The work of constructing the schedule 
is being done by Assistant Manager A. F. 
Dean, of the Springfield. Several tests have 
been made on the schedule and they work 
satisfactorily. It is the idea of the commit- 
tee to produce a brick mercantile for small 
towns as soon as the frame schedule is dis 
posed of. The present brick schedule for 
small towns is very unsatisfactory in many 
cases of irregular exposures. Illinois and 
Wisconsin are the only two States that have 
needed immediate attention. If other States 
seem to require rerating without delay un 
doubtedly the old State Board schedule used 
in these States will be brought into play. In 
Wisconsin the State Board schedule both for 
brick and frame mercantiles is being used. In 
Illinois only the State Board brick mercantile 
will be used, as the frame mercantiles will 
be rated by the new schedule now being con 
structed.

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Some Agents Said to Be After Secretary Hard- 
ing’s Scalp—His Record, However, Is 
Very Satisfactory. 


Relative to certain rumors as to local agents 
at Cincinnati being after the scalp of Secre- 
tary E. C. Harding of the local board, it is 
found that after a thorough investigation re- 
ports of this nature come periodically on Third 
street, as the board is composed of many dif- 
ferent members having as many different 
ideas. Judging from the vast improve- 
ment and relief to the companies with a small 
loss ratio in Hamilton County up to the pres- 
ent writing, it would appear that the Cincin- 
nati Inspection and Rating Bureau has been 
conducted in an up-to-date and thorough 
manner. Of one thing all the members are 
sure, and that is that Mr. Harding, the pres- 
ent manager, has been showing great energy 
to make a satisfactory showing before the year 
is ended, and while it is true that the present 
rating somewhat complicated, 
caused by conflicting schedules handed to 
him by the companies, yet take it as a whole, 
the rating feature could not be handled in a 


system is 


more satisfactory manner by any person un- 
der the present circumstances. If the board 
in general would exercise that fortitude and 
patience for which its members are noted 
mostly, in this apparently insignificant defect, 
it would rectify itself within a month or two 
anc everything would be clear to understand. 
Another important matter to note, which 
would entirely eliminate any misunderstand 
insg relative to rates and various clauses, would 
be for different members of the board to call 
up the manager of the Rating and Inspecticu 
Bureau, which could be done without much 
exertion, if in doubt regarding any case, and 
inquiries could be made of him, thereby 
evoiding any friction in the future so far as 
rates and rules are concerned. As has been 
stated, if the year runs through with an aver- 
age smal! loss ratio as up to date, Mr. Hard- 
ing’s position will not be in jeopardy 

Mr. Harding has realized during the last 
year or two that playing favorites in under- 
writing don’t pay. Since he has realized this 
he has shown the same consideration and 
courtesy to one that he has to another, and, as 
this covers a multitude of sin, no doubt by 
strictly carrying out this policy he will stand 
stronger with the membership of the Board 
that he has ever heretofore, and will be re- 


elected 





COMPLAINTS OF CELINA AGE TS 


the Celina agents report that since the new 


rates have been promulgated it has been al 


most impossible t 


insure or reinsure any 
risks. The rates are renorted to be doubled 
in most cases, and in many instances two and 
one-half times what the people have been pay- 
ing for their insurance. Many risks are being 
taken by mutual companies, and many others 
contemplate placing their insurance with these 
companies. The local agents claim that if the 
rates are insisted upon, within a year there 
will be almost no mercantile business written 
in Celina. The rates on the better class of 
risks are claimed to have been increased more 
than those on special hazards, which, it is 
claimed, have in some cases been lowered 

On the other hand, the Ohio Inspection Bu- 
reau states that the former rates were very 
low, being under the schedule, and when the 
town was rerated it was under the new sched- 
ule. Owing to defects in the fire department 


and in individual risks, rates were necessarily - 


increased. As soon as suggested improvements 
are carried out the rate will be lowered. 
Agents, rather than co-operate to secure 
needed improvements, spend their time in criti- 
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cising the rates and in fostering dissatisfaction 
on the part of the insured, and the companies 
are too apt to favor local agents in such mat- 
ters.

FOGG GETS A SPECIAL AGENCY. 

Owing to the reinsurance of the business of 
the Franklin of Columbus in the New York 
Underwriters the latter company has decided 
to increase its field force in Ohio by appoint- 
ing Walter R. Fogg as special agent for Ohio 
and West Virginia. Mr. Fogg is well known 
in insurance circles in Ohio, having been an 
examiner in the Ohio insurance department 
for seven years and was assistant secretary of 
the Franklin of Columbus until its reinsur- 
ance.

FIRE PROTECTION AT COLUMBUS. 
Columbus, Ohio, has, in the past, enjoyed 
being classed as a good town, but unless some- 
thing is done to remedy certain evils this repu- 
tation will be lost. The water supply and 
pressure have never been the best, but lack in 
these directions has been made good by the 
excellent fire department. Last summer dem- 
onstrated the woeful want of pressure, when it 
was found that in certain districts of the city 
water could not be forced to the second floor 
of residences. After prolonged tests, serious 


leaks were discovered in the water mains. 
This trouble being remedied, on the score 
ot “economy,” the fire plug inspector and 


thirty firemen are discharged. What with poor 
water supply, a crippled fire department, and 
a lack of knowledge as to the condition of 
fire plugs, and no legal power to compel prop- 
erty owners to remedy defective wiring, it

WRITER, and also from circular letter sent com- 
panies by Mr. Ross, of the state association, 
that a new organization, styled the Allen 
County Underwriters Association, has been 


organized here, and from the reading of th« 
circular companies may be misled 

“We, the undersigned therefore desire to 
place the other side of the question before you 
Sometime ago Mr. Ross came here and 
called a meeting of the agents, stating that 
a new organization must be effected under the 


] 


state association, for the simple reason that 
one agent held out from joining the Lima 
Board of Fire Underwriters, with which th 
undersigned have been associated for the 


past 15 years, and through which underwriting 
was kept at the highest possible standard, con 
sidering what we had to contend with. Th 
signers of the circular above referred to rep 
resent not to exceed 20 per cent of th 
premiums written, and we cannot see any good 
reason why the old board should disband 
and join the new, as they represent 80 per 
cent of the premiums. The old board adopted 
the Cochran tariff on July 1, 1902, with the 
exception of dwellings, on which the board 
made a cut of ten cents to meet competition; 
and last month a resolution was passed re- 
storing the rate sent out by the bureau. 

“Mr. Ross informed the agents that a new 
stamping secretary should be elected, and the 
only reason given for this was that one agent 
stated that two of his companies would not 
have their reports sent through the present 
secretary. He was asked to give his reason 
for this, but he would not, neither would he 
name the companies. The old board members 
did not feel as if they should put in a new 
secretary on such flimsy excuse; but stated to 
Mr. Ross that if any good reason was given 
a new secretary would be chosen, but that 
until such was the case we did not feel dis 
posed to depose one who has been ever faith- 
ful and loyal to his trust. The meeting ad- 
journed., 

“Mr. Ross then called a meeting of the non- 
board agents, and they with two board mem 
bers (one of whom was made stamping sec 
retary and the other president, formed the new 
organization; and the old board members 
were informed that they would not be recog 
nized by the rating bureau (but we did not 
get scared). The circular sent out makes 
some statements which we cannot verify; for 
instance: It states that Mr. Landis has dis- 
posed of his insurance business, but we do 
not find this to be the case, as he still re 
tains his companies. Taking the facts as they 
are we do not see any good reason why the 
Lima Board of Fire Underwriters should dis 
band, as they are in good working order, 
doing business on business principles, and in 
accordance with Cochran’s tariff. All 
board agents are welcome to join 
went so far as to agree to admit them with 
out any charge, where the present members 
have put up their $50.00 each for membership 
Tee.

The argument of Mr. Hardin, who opened 
the case for Messrs. Illingsworth and Raw- 
botham, went into all legal questions and laid 
the foundation upon which his associate based 
his argument. He laid emphasis upon the fact 
that the minority interests were not consulted 
until 60 per cent of the stockholders had signed 
the agreement for the merger, and that all 
this being done, without notice to the stock- 
holders, it was an injury to their interests 
which a court of equity would take into con- 
sideration. Numerous cases were cited and 
reviewed, and Mr. Hardin urged two propo- 
sitions as to why the merger should not re 
ceive the approval of the court The first one 
was, that by reason of it, the Prudential would 
engage, by indirection, in a business not cov- 
ered by its charter, namely, the trust company 
business. His argument for this was that as 
the Prudential would, by the merger, secure 
a control of the Fidelity, it was, by that means, 
engaging in a trust business. His second point 
was that the plan violates the law by giving 
the directors an undue advantage in allowing 
them to act in advance of and _ practically 
independent of the stockholders, and, for this 
reason, it was ultra vires. This point had 
much interest for the court, and numerous 
questions were asked, not only during Mr. 
Hardin’s argument, but also several other 
times ‘during the hearing, when the point came 
up in other arguments. Another point was 
that the plan provided that the quorum should 
be less than a majority of the board of direct- 
ors, which, it was argued, would allow the 
Prudential directors, who are also directors 
of the Fidelity, to constitute a quorum for 
transacting Prudential business when they were 
less in number than the majority of the Pru- 
dential directors. 


Mr. McCarter’s argument in behalf of the 
Fidelity Trust Company centered around two 
propositions, which he urged with eloquence 
and with considerable vehemence. To him, 
there could only be one side of the case. 
His argument was interspersed with frequent 
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praise for Mr. Dryden, his benevolence, hts 
consideration of the interests of the ‘?radential 
policyholders and his far-sightedness in foru.- 
ing this plan to insure perpetuity to the present 
methods of management 
sitions are as follows: 


These two propo- 
First, that the con- 
tracts of two corporations having common di- 
rectors of both companies, are legal; and, sec- 
ond, that the contracts of two corporations 
having common directors are not void, but 
voidable, and only at the instance of their cor- 
poration, exercised within a reasonable time, 
and that such contracts cannot be questioned 
by the stockholder. There was a whole lot 
of argument concerning the right of one com- 
pany to hold the stock of another, and the 
point was made that, under the New Jersey 
law, it was perfectly feasible and legal for 
one corporation to buy enough stock to con- 
trol another corporation, and that the right 
to buy included the right to subscribe. It 
was argued that control of a corporation does 
not mean that the holding company will en- 
gage in the business of the company con- 
trolled. There were quite a number of ques- 
tions asked by the court during the argument 
of Mr. McCarter, along the lines suggested 
by the applicants for the injunction. Generally 
speaking, the counsel showed much skill in 
getting around troublesome points. 


Attorney Corbin, who appeared for the Pru 
dential, devoted a lot of his time in arguing 
that the merger plan is not one, but two; that 
no matter whether the Prudential carries out 
its side, the Fidelity is bound to increase its 
capital to three million dollars. This was in 
teresting, because so much has been made in 
what has appeared before the trial, concerning 
the oneness of the plan. There was quite a 
little comment by counsel and court as to the 
profitableness of the transaction for the re- 
spective corporations and also as to whether 
there is any distinction between life insurance 
corporations and ordinary corporations when 
it comes to the question of merger. 

The argument of Attorney-General Griggs 
was an eloquent one, with considerable em- 
phasis laid upon the benevolent motives back 
of the plan. Mr. Griggs is an adroit reasoner, 
and his argument and the way in which he 
answered the questions of the court miade a 
favorable impression. His explanations were 
clearer and more attractively phrased and more 
convincingly stated than those of any other 
of the Prudential or Fidelity counsel. The 
closing argument, by P. C. Lindaberry, was 
partly legal and partly ethical. Considerabk 
emphasis was laid by Mr. Lindaberry upon 
the fact that no cases were cited on the other 
side, showing the approval by the courts of 
such mergers as the one herein proposed. He 
scouted at the idea of perpetuity, and said 
it was foreign to our institutions. He ad 
vanced right up to the desk of the judge and 
talked to him about the matter as though there 
was no other person in the room, though he 
was prompt enough in retorting when inter- 
rupted. The argument was'made that the di 
rectors are the trustees of the minority stock 
holders and that a court of equity will enforce 
the rights of these stockholders. The funda- 
mental purpose of the combination interested

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Mr. Lindaberry, and, of course, his funda- 
mental conception was not the Prudential con- 
ception. He suggested that the perpetuity of 
the Prudential, which is desired by President 
Dryden, might be secured by having the law 
changed so as to allow the policyholders to 
vote for directors. This proposition is made 
clearer, when it is remembered that the right 
of the policyholders to vote for directors for- 
merly existed in the Prudential, but has since 
been taken away. In a nice, polite way, he 
suggested that this would be easy of accom- 
plishment, inasmuch as the New Jersey legis- 
lature would very gladly comply with the 
request of the political combination of which 
Senator Dryden is a prominent member.

“I thank you very much for your esteemed 
favor of the 3d instant and I appreciate most 
highly your commendation of the proposed 
Prudential-Fidelity plan. 

“[T helieve the arrangement to be greath) 
in the interest of the Prudential in particular 
and of the great institution of life imsurance 
in general. 

“The unselfishness of those individual stock 
holders who, for the purpose of safeguarding 
the future of the company, were willing to seil 
their personal stock holdings to the Fidelity 
at two hundred points below the market price, 
requires no comments; and, on the other hand, 
the advantage to the Prudential, from a 
pure investment standpoint, of securing a most 
valuable asset at a figure which was one hun 
dred points below the market value before the 
plan became known at all, and is now two 
hundred and fifty points below the market 
value of that stock will be apparent to any- 
one. i 

‘But the underlying purpose of the whole 
plan is to secure for all the stability of the 
Prudential and the rights and interests of 
1s great body of policyholders. 

“If any more lofty purpose has ever moved 
the management of a life insurance company 
to the performance of a great act, I do not 
know when and where it occurred. 

‘As regards the misleading newspaper state 
ments about a possible merger between the 
Prudential and the Equitable, let me say in 
the most explicit and unequivocal terms that 
there is not the slightest foundation for any 
such statements; and I have no doubt that 
the publication of the story has been as an 
noying to the Equitable as it has to the Pru 
dential. Perhaps I cannot do better than quote 
from a letter which I wrote soon after the 
story first appeared : 

‘I want to say to you in the most explicit 
and emphatic manner that there is not the 
slightest foundation for the statement that the 
Equitable is to absorb the Prudential, or that 
the Equitable relations to the Prudential are 
or are to be any other than they have in the 
past, namely, of the*mo&t friendly character. 
The two institutions are to-day and will re 
main as distinct and separate as they always 
have been. The Equitable does not own a 
share of Prudential stock, nor, to my knowl 
edge, does any individual concerned in the 
management of the Equitable own a share of 
Prudential stock. There is nothing in the ar- 
rangement except what appears on the surface 
of the circular letter which I have sent to you 
and other members of the field staff. The sole 
aim and object of that arrangement is to place 
the control of the Prudential beyond the pos 
sibility of danger now and in the future, and I 
am sure that you and all intelligent and right- 
thinking people will, upon a careful study of 
the plan, commend it as one of the best and

DECISION AS TO SURPLUS. 

Considerable interest is being taken by life 
insurance men of decision of 
the Supreme Court of the State affirming a 
decision of the Appellate Court in the suit of 
Fred Rothschild against the New York Life, 
in which he endeavors to compel it to dis- 
tribute its tontine surplus. He carried two 
policies for six years and borrowed money on 
them to pay the last premiums, and then peti 
tioned the court to have the notes canceled 
and the money paid to be returned on the 
ground that the policy was a gambling con- 
tract; or, that if the court should find the 
policy valid, the company be required to pay 
Rothschild his proportionate share of the sur- 
plus fund. The law of Illinois as to the dis- 


Illinois in the 





tribution of surplus of life insurance companies 
is as follows: 

“Life insurance companies doing business in 
this State, which do business on the principle 
of mutual insurance, or the members of which 


are entitled to share in the surplus funds 
thereof, may make distribution of such sur 
plus as they have accumulated, annually, or 


one in two, three, four or five years, as the 
directors thereof may determine. In deter 
mining the amount of the surplus to be dis 
tributed, there shall be reserved an amount 
not less than the aggregate net value of all 
outstanding policies, said value being com 
puted by the Combined Experience or Ac 
tuaries’ rate of mortality, with 
exceeding 4 per cent.” 

The court held that the word “may” in the 
law is not the same as “must.” The decision 
of the court states that the law prohibits a 
company from distributing surplus less than 
annually. ihe word “may,” the court holds, 
is to be regarded as permissive and not im 
perative. The court, therefore, states that the 
section does not require distribution at least 
during five years, nor is it
